ing American could have been seen walking bareheaded from the Hotel Beaurivage in 
Lausanne along the lakeside to another hotel, to join a company of top-hatted, frock- 
coated, dignified European diplomats. 


If Richard Washburn Child was only an "unofficial observer" at the Lausanne 


Conference it would be ^difficult to deny that he was the "observed of all observers." 
An "unofficial observer" on such occasions as these is generally supposed to be seen 
and not heard, but Ambassador Child has been heard—and listened to attentively—at 
Lausanne.

city, the death rate from tuberculosis was 38 persons 
oui of every ten thousand of the population. 


Last year the death rate was the lowest of any year 


in recorded history, thirteen per ten thousand of the 
population. This is one-third of the appalling record 
of thirty-four years ago. 


Eight thousand persona died frcai tuberculosis in 


1921. 
Under the conditions of 1880 twenty-four thou- 


sand would havo died. 


In other words, sixteen thousand persons are alive 


and well today who would have died last year under the conditions of 1886
